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TEACHERS’ SALARIES ARE IMMUNE. 


The public school board of the city has form 
ally refused to consider the question of reducing 
the salaries of the teachers, as requested to do by 
the qty council. However, disappointing that 
|may be to the alderinen it ean hardiy shock them 
| with surprise. -So far as the action itself goes the 
| board might just as well have recorded the de- 
| cision two months ago, for its attitude of consist- 
| ent procrastination long ago dispelled any notion 
that the board intended to ¢o-operate in that way 
in the retrenchment policy started by council. 
Had the board stated its intentions earlier a good 
| deal of time and effort would have. been saved 
and council might have directed attention toward 
other avenues of economy, seeing that that one 
was known to be closed. 

A reaction from 
school board will be apparent in the efforts of 
| council to cut salaries in the civie departments. 
| The clerical staff at the city hall, and other civic 

employees, are no more anxious for reduced pay 
than the teachers are, and may think that if the 
latter are to be continued at the former scale they 
should be similiarly dealt with. At this juncture 11 
would be well to have some facts produced to 
show how the salaries paid to teachers compare 
| with those of departmental employees. That has 
!not yet been done in any public way. The infer- 
rence has been that if salaries are to be reduced 
the teachers should come in for a proportionate 
share of the wage-slashing. That may be the 
| case, but it does not necessarily follow. The kind 
lof work considered, and the responsibility taken 
into account, it may be found that the teachers 
have been getting less than the stenographers and 
clerks. At any rate that is a vital point in the 
controversy, and some information on it would be 
both welcome and useful to the taxpayer at this 
time 
| While declining to revise the salary list down 
|ward the school board did make a start toward 
| re-considering its general expense program, and 
with fairly good results: About half the prelimin 
ary estimates for the year were given the ‘‘once 
over,’’ and a net reduction of some $35,000 was 
made. If the remaining items are discounted at 
the same rate the total grant demanded from coun- 
cil this year will be brought under the figure for 
last year. That can be done if the board is seri 
ously minded to try. It has been found possible 
|to accommodate the large number of beginners 
| without hiring any more teachers: It has also been 
| decided to allow parents to provide their children 
with pencils and scribblers, save in the first two 
grades. Similar economy all along the line would 
make a difference large enough to moderately 
affect the dimensions of the tax bill. ‘The curtail- 
ment would not be of the drastic variety, but 
every little helps.
